To be more explicit about the advance of 
the soldier end the retreat of Sim mp2. f t 
withess ‘téstified that as sofmé of fhe ‘sol- 
diers advanced upon Simpson two others 
attempted to get to the rear of the police- 
man inoving ‘aroarid him. Sim pson 
waved his pistol ina semi-circle, telling 
the soldiers not to crowd him. Bergen led 
the party, being somewhat in the advance 
of his comrades: he armed with a knife 
and his associates with rocks. The whole 
affuir was done very quickly. The actions 
of the soldiers after Simpson blew his whis- 
tle were apparent that they were more in- 
clined to have a difficulty with the officer 
than not. After the shooting quiet was 
restored. 

H. © Driskel, resident of Carroll county, 
testitied that he never knew who Simpson 
was until the‘night of the difficulty. The 
Witness stated that he was near the entrance 
of Stewart's saloon when the difticulty took 
place betweea S.mpsoa and the soldiers. 
Themen were creating considerable noise, 
and some of them were threatening Sim p- 
son. The man who got shot was advancing 
on Simpson when he was shot. He had 
just tuade @ lick at Simpson with his knife.

SEED BED FOR TOBACCO, 


Success in getting plants depends very 
much upon thorough preparation of the 
ground, as well as upon a suitable location. 
The soil should be rich and friable, and 
hence a southern exposure to secure the 
advantage of the direct rays of the sun in 
stimulating germination of seed and growth 
of plant. The ground intended for the seed 
bed must be well cleaned of rubbish, and 
thoroughly burned over, to destroy weeds 
and insects that may be dormant in it. 
Sufficient brush and lightwood for this pur- 
pose will leave ashes, which, incorporated 
with the soil, are very beneficial to the to- 
baeco plant Thorough pulverization of the 
ground is of prime importance—a point 
that does not seem‘ to be fully appreciated 
by some planters. The more finely the 
earth is commingled, theSbetter it will be.

— Wheat steeped in boiling water and 
given hot, and hot baked potatoes crushed 
are as good food as can be given to fowls at 
this seGsbn of the year. 


-~Fur roup in fowls, take pulverized cop- 
peras and put a teaspoonful in three quarts 
of water and give it to them to drink; 
should they rot drink muebh in a day or 
two, mix H into cornmeal and feed to 
them. 

—Hens fed on clear, sound ; frain, and 
kept on & grass ruin, give muc finer fla- 
vored eggs than hens that have access to 
stable and manure heaps and eat all kinds 
of filthy food.

SWELLING OF THE: UDDER,. 


Continued friction with the palm of the 
hand often proves of'great service in reduc: 
ing hardness and swelling of, the udder.: 
Such condition of the udder is generally of | 
achronic nature, slow of reduction, arid 
often not redacible by any means, DBe- 
sides friction, a’small portion of the follow- 
ing-Jiniment may be applied, moraing avd 
evening, but only to the hardened parts; If 
the cow gives milk the udder should be 
carefully washed clean before each milking. 
Take half an ounce of iodine, two ounces of 
glycerine, two ounccs of mercurial oint- 
mentand ten ounces of olive oil;. mix. 
The bottle should be kept curked in a cuol 
place and the voutents well. shaken before 
use. 

CARE OF SHEEP. 


Take good care of young lambs... When 
one is just dropped, wet and cold, do not 
let it die. Take it to a warm room, give it 
a bottle of warin water, and then rub it dry 
with warm cloths, give two or three spoons- 
ful of warm mille, and in an hour or two 
pon will have a strong, vigorous lamb fol- 
owing its mother. 

It your sheep have. catarrh take 
equal parts of pulverized rosin, flowers of 
sulphur, and salt; cover the bottoin of their 
feed troughs with it; the sticky nature of 
the rosin, combined with the moisture of 
the salt, mates the sulphur adhere to their 
noses, and the fumes of the sulphur cures 
the catarrh. . 

' POULTRY RAISING, 

Chickens are not only a profit, but noth- 
ing can take their place in the luxuries of 
the farmer's fare. Ezgs in all their varied 
forms, as well as the ear! y and late chickens, 
cannot be dispensed with. Itis not merely 
the luxury to have these things, but it is 
important to have chickens on the farm to 
feast on the grubs, wormsand insects which 
infest the vegetables and fruit trées on the 
farm. A farm without poultry is lonesome. 
With no cock to announce the early morn, 
or no hen to cheer the day with her cheer- 
ful voice, would deprive oe farm of much 

of its rural en joyments. the chickens 
on the farm, and be aietul that they be of 
such choice breeds as will be profitable.
